Court Sustains Advertising Ban 


The Supreme Court of Illinois declared on September 14th that the 
1959 amendment to the Illinois Dental Practice Act, limiting dental 
laboratory business and telephone directory listing to name, address, and 
telephone number, to be a reasonable and valid exercise of police power 
by the legislature. 

Display advertising by dental laboratories was declared to be a violation 
of the Dental Practice Act in 1956. After the decision many laboratories 
ceased having such advertisements published. Others reduced the size of 
their ads, but refused to eliminate them completely. These laboratories were 
given support by the Reuben H. Donnelley Corporation which publishes 
the classified telephone directories for the Chicago area and other parts 
of Illinois. The result was that in 1958 and 1959 issues of the Chicago Red 
Book contained several two inch, one column ads by laboratories. 


In order to remove all doubt as to the meaning of the 1956 decision, 
the Illinois State Dental Society in 1959 obtained passage of an amend- 
ment to Section 5-a of the Dental Practice Act applying to dental labo- 
ratory advertising. 


“Announcements in business and telephone directories shall be 
limited to name, address, and telephone number. They shall not 
occupy more than the number of lines necessary to disclose such 
information.” 


Shortly before the deadline for copy to be printed in the 1960 issue of 
the Chicago Red Book, Eugene E. Cordak, doing business as the A B 
Dental Laboratory, and Anthony J. Volino, in business at the Grand and 
Ashland Dental Laboratory, brought suit in the Superior Court of Cook 
County to enjoin the Donnelley Corporation from refusing to print dis- 
play advertisements which they submitted. The advertisements included 
such words as “specializing in repairing, duplicating and making new 
dentures; serving the dental profession since 1919.” The suit not only 
sought an injunction, but also asked the court to declare the 1959 amend- 
ment unconstitutional. 


The Court issued a temporary injunction and set the matter for full 
hearing at a later date which was subsequent to the printing deadline. 
This permitted the 1960 Chicago Red Book, as well as other directories, 
to go to press with the objectional advertising copy. 
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After oral arguments and submission of written briefs, the Court entered 
a decree on March 2Ist of this year declaring the amendement constitu- 
tional and dissolving the temporary injunction. The plaintiffs’ case was 
dismissed for want of equity. 


The plaintiff laboratories appealed directly to the Illinois Supreme 
Court where the case was argued orally. They contended that the 1959 
amendment violates both state and federal constitutions because: 


— 


. It is an abridgement of the right to speak, write, and publish on all 

subjects. 

2. It deprives plaintiffs of property without due process of law because 
it is arbitrary, capricious, and unreasonable. 

3. It prevents plaintiffs from informing customers of their qualifications 
and techniques, their change of address, and business hours. 

4. It attempts to regulate phases of plaintiffs’ business not connected 
with the practice of dentistry. 

5. It impairs plaintiffs’ right to freely contract to carry out the legitimate 

functions of their business. 


The Donnelley Corporation filed a brief to the effect that the amend- 
ment impaired freedom of contract and speech. They asserted advertising 
in the Chicago Red Book is not equivalent to advertising to the general 
public. The Donnelley Corporation maintained that the 1959 amendment 
makes an arbitrary, unjustified, and discriminating classification because 
it permits display advertising by dental laboratories in professional jour- 
nals, while restricting it in the Red Book and similar directories. 

The Supreme Court referred to its previous decision in Peo. ex rel 
Chicago Dental Society vs. A A A Dental Laboratories, Inc., 8 Ill. 2nd 330, 
wherein the court specifically held certain dental laboratory technicians 
were properly enjoined from advertising in telephone directories, by 
window posters and by public display of specimen dentures. The court 
pointed out that the display advertising here in issue was substantially of 
the same size, content, and nature as was in issue in the Chicago Dental 
Society case, and then stated: . 


“The fact that plaintiffs are seeking to force the publisher of 
the classified telephone directory to accept display advertising of 
substantially the same size and content as was involved in the 
prior case, subsequent to the decision therein, is a rather clear and 
convincing demonstration that the General Assembly in 1959 had 
a reasonable basis for enacting the amendment in question.” 


“From a thorough consideration of the evidence in this case, 
the statute in question, and prior decisions of this court, we are 
of the opinion that the display advertisements in the Chicago 
Red Book here in issue are equivalent to the use of a ‘media call- 
ing attention of the public’ to the technician’s business, and that 
the legislature was acting within the proper limits of its police 
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power in adopting the 1959 amendment here in question which 
spells out in further detail the ‘business card’ which is permitted. 


“The Dental Practice Act provides dental laboratories wide 
latitude in lawfully advertising their services and products to the 
dental profession, the class which they may lawfully serve, and 
this decision is amply supported by numerous decisions by the 
court in addition to the A A A Dental Laboratories case.” 


“The 1959 amendment being a reasonable and constitutional 
exercise of the legislature’s right to prohibit or limit advertising 
by dental laboratory technicians who offer services to the public, 
the decree of the trial court is affirmed.” 


Notice of this decision has been given to all telephone companies and 
classified telephone directory publishers who distribute directories in 
I]linois. 


Injunctions Recommended 


On July 22nd Master in Chancery Benjamin Nelson of the Superior 
Court of Cook County notified parties concerned that an injunction suit 
had been brought against Mr. George Marciniak by the Illinois State 
Dental Society. 

Mr. Marciniak is doing business as Brandon Dental Laboratory at 13328 
South Brandon Avenue, Chicago. 


During hearings Mr. Marciniak refused to answer questions about his 
laboratory by claiming immunity under the fifth amendment of the United 
States Constitution. Evidence submitted by the State Dental Society showed 
Marciniak takes impressions, furnishes, reproduces, and repairs dental 
materials. He also performs clinical operations, and has managed an 
establishment where such operations are performed. 


Mr. Nelson, now Judge Benjamin Nelson of the Municipal Court of 
Chicago, found Marciniak to be advertising unlawfully in the Chicago Red 
Book Directory by having display advertisements published therein. It 
was revealed that Marciniak distributes his business card which states 
he is qualified to prepare and furnish dentures to the public. The card 
reads: “G. A. Marciniak—Professional Prosthetic Dental Technologist.” 


It was declared that the practice of dentistry by Marciniak, who does 
not have a license, is inimical to public health, and that the plaintiffs, 
James C. Donelan, Herman R. Wenger, Joseph B. Zielinski, William P. 
Schoen, and Willard R. Johnson have property rights which can be pro- 
tected by injunction. 


Judge Nelson recommended that defendant Marciniak, his agents, em- 
ployees, and assigns be enjoined from engaging in further unlawful acts, 
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and that court fees be assessed against Marciniak. 


The case is now before Judge Walker Butler on defendant’s objection 
to Judge Nelson’s recommendation. Briefs will be filed and arguments 
will be heard on October 17th at 10:30 a.m. in the Superior Court of Cock 
County. 


The Illinois State Dental Society believes that Judge Butler will accept 
and approve Judge Nelson’s recommendation and enter a final decree of 
injunction. 


Master in Chancery John J. Kelly of the Superior Court of Cook County 
announced on September 19th an injunction suit against Mr. Millard 
Haynes, doing business as the Parkway Dental Laboratory at 1550 East 
53rd Street, Chicago. 

Mr. Haynes, who is not a licensed dentist, has been dealing directly 
with the public since 1953, taking impressions, making, repairing, and 
fitting full and partial dentures. 

It was declared that construction, repair, and duplication of dentures 
require, in order to insure results which will not adversely affect the health 
of the user, such work as must be done by a dental technician exclusively 
for licensed dentists. 

Master Kelly recommended an injunction be issued against Haynes, his 
agents, employees, and assigns, and that all court costs be paid by him.

LL LISTING + 


The Ad Interim Committee of the Illinois State Dental Society on September 
21, 1960, authorized the publication of the following statement in the ILLINoIs 
DENTAL JOURNAL, regarding certain interpretations of Section 18B of the Illinois 
Dental Practice Act relating to telephone directories. 

1. Licensed specialists in recognized specialties may use their specialty list- 

ing in professional and telephone directories. 

2.In their listing they may only use the street address or the name of the 

building and room number but not both. 

3. They may add to their telephone listing the words “If no answer call—”, 

and then add a telephone number, but may not use more than one such 
number. 
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At the risk of being repetitious, but 
only once every four years, this editor 
again wishes to urge each member of 
the State Dental Society to exert his 
constitutional prerogative and support 
the candidate of his choice for President 
of the U.S.—Remember, since 1776 men 
have fought and died to preserve that 
note—You cannot let their sacrifices 
go for nought. Not only must you Vote, 
but get out the Vote!!!

We cannot help but noting that sev- 
eral states and their respective dental 
societies are holding workshops, one and 
two year statistical studies, and gather- 
ing all available information on group 
purchase of dental care. Has our State 
Society gathered all this information 
and studied it or prepared it for study? 
Perhaps we look the other way, ignore 
the situation around us, and hope that 
no one decides to apply group purchase 
principles to dentistry—Can’t think of 
a more painless way of being passed by 
and over run than to play “ostrich” 
with head in sand!!—Maybe the group 
dental health care plan committee’s fa- 
mous minority report will scare the pub- 
lic into submission!!!

Have you ever thought about the 
size of the industry that supplies the 
equipment in your office? Here are the 
enlightening facts—The dental equip- 
ment and supply industry in the U.S. 
is relatively small. In 1958 it employed 
roughly 7,300 people and reported value 
added by manufacture totaling $68.5 
million. Incidentally, fifty-six per cent 
of this supply is in New York, New 
Jersey, and Pennsylvania!!!

Frequently I’m asked by some of the 
men who read this monthly column 
where I get the ideas for developing a 
topic. So let’s take a minute to do a 
little research on how today’s column 
came to life. 


I once heard a quotation attributed 
to Martin Luther in which he said, 
“Even if I knew that the world would 
fly to pieces tomorrow, I would still 
plant my apple tree today.” This led 
by thought association to the subject 
of apples, and thence to a quaint char- 
acter of the pioneer days in the middle 
west who was known as “Johnny Apple- 
seed.” The encyclopedias carry only a 
few short paragraphs about him, but 
the library was able to come up with 
a book that gave a lot of information. 


Johnny Appleseed was born Jona- 
than Chapman in Leominster, Massa- 
chusetts, in September of 1774. As a 
boy he hired out to a_ neighboring 
farmer and was taught how to care for 
an apple orchard and how to tend and 
transplant the young trees that sprang 
up from seeds. He learned that the 
best orchards were planted in lands 
that had recently been cleared of tim- 
ber rather than on old and long-tilled 
soil, and that apple trees will flourish 
where corn will grow. He also learned 
that an orchard properly cared for 
would continue to bear profitably for 
eighty to a hundred years 


In the fall of the year one of his 


duties was to take apples to the cider 
mill where they were crushed and the 
juice saved to make cider. The seeds 
were thrown out, and as he stood idly 
kicking seeds with his boot, the thought 
came to him that the folks who were 
expanding the frontier boundaries to 
the west would have no apples to en- 
joy. He gathered up seeds in linen bags 
and started the long trek westward to 
Pennsylvania on foot and sometimes 
by canoe. Naturally he was curious 
about the new settlements in Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, but always in the back- 
ground was his attachment to the grow- 
ing of apples. He decided that he would 
go ahead of the settlers in the wilder- 
ness and have trees already started for 
them when they arrived. 


Always on foot, he became a familiar 
sight to the pioneers as he started west- 
ward in the spring with his bags of 
apple seeds, and then returned in the 
fall for a new supply. He dressed in old 
clothes and his hair and beard were 
usually unkept. He usually went bare- 
footed and slept in the woods. Some 
folks thought he was a little loony be- 
cause he wore his cooking pot on his 
head instead of a hat; but what more 
logical place would you carry a cook- 
ing pot as you tramped through the 
wilderness? 


There was an old saying in those 
days that Ohio land only needed to

Constitution 


OF THE ILLINOIS STATE DENTAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I - NAME 


The name of this organization shall be Illi- 
nois State Dental Society, hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “the Society” or “this Society.” 


ARTICLE II - OBJECT 


The object of this Society shall be to en- 
courage the improvement of the health of 
the public and to promote the art and sci- 
ence of dentistry. 


ARTICLE III - ORGANIZATION 


Section 1. INcorPoRATION: This Society is a 
non-profit corporation, organized under the 
laws of the State of Illinois. If this corpora- 
tion shall be dissolved at any time, no part 
of its funds or property shall be distributed 
to, or among, its members but, after pay- 
ment of all indebtedness of the corporation, 
its surplus funds and properties shall be 
used for dental education and dental re- 
search in such manner as the then govern- 
ing body of the Society may determine. 


Section 2. Status as CONSTITUENT SOCIETY: 
This Society is a chartered constituent of the 
American Dental Association. The provi- 
sions of the American Dental Association 
Bylaws which govern constituent societies 
and the members of such societies shall have 
the same effect as though written into this 
Constitution and Bylaws. 


Section 3. CENTRAL OrFice: The registered 
office of this Society shall be known as the 
Central Office and shall be located in a 
municipality within the confines of the 
State of Illinois, as determined by the Ex- 
ecutive Council of this Society. 


Section 4. MEMBERSHIP: The membership 


of this Society shall consist of dentists and 
other persons as qualified and classified in 
Chapter I of the Bylaws. 


Section 5. COMPONENT SocieTIEs: Component 
societies of this Society shall be those dental 
societies or dental associations organized 
and chartered in conformity with Chapter III 
of the Bylaws. 


Section 6. Districts: The component socie- 
ties of this Society shall be grouped into 
districts as provided in Chapter V of the 
Bylaws. 


ARTICLE IV - GOVERNMENT 


Section 1. L&GIsLaTIvE Bopy: The legisla- 
tive body of this Society shall be the active 
members present and voting at the annual 
business meeting. 


Section 2. Executive Bopy: The executive 
body of this Society shall be an Executive 
Council as provided in Chapter VI of the 
Bylaws. 


ARTICLE V - OFFICERS 


Section 1. Exective Orricers: The elective 
officers of this Society shall be a President, 
a President-Elect, and a Vice-President, 
each of whom shall be elected by the legis- 
lative body as provided in Chapter VII of 
the Bylaws. 


Section 2. APPoOINTIVE OFFIceRS: The ap- 
pointive officers of this Society shall be a 
Secretary, a Treasurer and an Editor, each 
of whom shall be appointed by the Execu- 
tive Council, as provided in Chapter VIII 
of the Bylaws. 
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ARTICLE VI - SESSIONS 


Section 1. Scientiric Sessions: Scientific 
sessions of this Society shall be conducted 
by the members of the Society as provided 
in Chapter XIV, Section 9 of the Bylaws. 
Section 2. Bustness MEETINGS: Business of 
this Society shall be conducted by the mem- 
bers of the legislative body or the members 
of the Executive Council, as provided in 
Chapters VI, Section 3 and XIV, Section 6 
of the Bylaws. 


ARTICLE VII - OFFICIAL SEAL 


This Society shall have an official seal as 
approved by the Executive Council, the 
imprint of which shall be used on all docu- 
ments to be officially certified. 


ARTICLE VII - AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. Comptiance: Any amendment or 
change made a part of the “Constitution 
and Bylaws of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation,” which will affect its constituent 
societies, shall be recognized and accepted 
immediately as a part of this Constitution 
and Bylaws without action of the member- 
ship of this Society. 


Section 2. Two-THIRDS AFFIRMATIVE VOTE: 
This Constitution may be amended by a 
two-thirds (24) affirmative vote of the mem- 
bers present at an annual business meeting, 
provided the proposed amendments or revi- 
sion shall have been presented in writing, 
signed by five (5) members, at the previous 
annual session. 

If the purpose and scope of the proposed 
amendments or revision is announced at an 
annual business meeting, or if a general re- 
vision of this Constitution is desired, and 
the Society or the Executive Council shall 
appoint a committee to present the revised 
form, the publication in the official Trans- 
actions of the Society or the Illinois Den- 
tal Journal of such proposed amendments 
or revision shall be deemed a sufficient com- 
pliance with the requirements of this sec- 
tion, and the proposed amendments or re- 
vision shall be considered at the next annual 
session. 


Section 3. Unanimous Vote: This Consti- 
tution may also be amended at any meeting 
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of the legislative body by a unanimous af- 
firmative vote, provided a proposed amend- 
ment has been presented at a_ previous 
meeting of the annual session. 


ARTICLE IX - TRANSITION 


Section 1. Poxticy STATEMENT: From time 
to time every organization finds it necessary 
to make changes in its existing form. When 
these are specific and few in number they 
can be accomplished by additions, amend- 
ments or other language changes in the 
existing organic document. When these be- 
come so extensive in number or nature as 
to necessitate abandonment of the prior 
basic document, they can be accomplished 
only by substitution of a completely new 
instrument. In the latter case it is seldom 
possible to change from the old to the new 
in an instant; rather, there must be a period 
of transition during which part of the for- 
mer structure is continued in effect until 
the new instrument can be made complete- 
ly effective. Such a time has come in this 
Society. For the purpose of effectuating the 
changes proposed in this instrument, this 
schedule is included and made a part of 
this Constitution and Bylaws. 


Section 2. ErrectTivE Dates: All provisions 
of the Constitution and Bylaws of this Soci- 
ety adopted at Springfield in 1929, as amend- 
ed, shall remain in full force and effect until 
superseded by the new sections according 
to the schedule set out below, and the Con- 
stitution and Bylaws of 1929, as amended, 
are further amended so that the President, 
the President-Elect, the Vice-President and 
the executive councilmen holding office at 
the annual meeting ate which this new Con- 
stitution and Bylaws are adopted, shall con- 
tinue in office until the installation of officers 
at the next succeeding annual meeting of 
the Society, at which time the President- 
Elect shall be installed as President without 
further election and the terms of all sitting 
executive councilmen shall terminate. 

To accomplish these ends, no President- 
Elect, no Vice-President and no executive 
councilmen shall be elected at the annual 
meeting at which this Constitution and By- 
laws is adopted. All committee appointments 
in effect under the Constitution and Bylaws 
of 1929, as amended, except the Local Ar- 
rangements, Program, Clinic and Exhibits 
Committees, shall continue in effect until 
the annual meeting next succeeding the 
adoption of this Constitution and Bylaws,

In the in- 
terim, between the annual meeting at which 
this Constitution and Bylaws is adopted and 
the annual meeting next succeeding the 
adoption of this Constitution and Bylaws, 
the Local Arrangements, Program, Clinic 
and Exhibits Committees shall be appointed 
by the Executive Council. 


Section 3. SCHEDULE: ! 


A. Articles I, II, III, VI, VII and VIII of this 
Constitution shall take effect immediately 
after the adjournment of the annual meet- 
ing at which they are adopted. 


B. Articles IV and V of this Constitution 
shall take effect at the opening of the annual 
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meeting next succeeding the annual meeting 
at which they are adopted. 


C. Article IX of this Constitution shall take 
effect. immediately at the adjournment of 
the meeting at which it is adopted and shall 
terminate as soon as its purpose has been 
accomplished. 


D. Chapters I, II, II, IV, V, XII, XIII, XV, 
XVI (Sections 2, 3, 4,5) and XVII of the By- 
laws shall take effect immediately upon the 
adjournment of the annual meeting at which 
adopted. 


E. Chapters VI, VII, VIII, IX, X, XI, XIV, 
XVI (Section 1), XVIII and XIX of the By- 
laws shall take effect at the opening of the 
annual meeting next succeeding the annual 
meeting at which they are adopted.

CHAPTER I - MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. CLassiFIcaTION: The members of 
this Society shall be classified as follows: 

Active 

Fellow 

Life 

Retired 

Affiliate 

Associate 

Honorary 

Student 


Section 2. QUALIFICATIONS: 


A. ActTivE Memser. A dentist licensed to 
practice in Illinois, who is a member in 
good standing of this Society, a member 
in good standing of one of its component 
societies and a member in good standing 
of the American Dental Association, shall 
be classified as an active member of this 
Society. 


B. FELLow. An active member of this Soci- 
ety who has maintained such classification 
in good standing for twenty-five (25) con- 
secutive years shall be classified as a fellow 
of this Society as long as he continues in 
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good standing or until he becomes a life 
member. 


C. Lire Memser. An active member attain- 
ing age sixty-five (65) and having thirty- 
five (35) years of active membership, not 
necessarily consecutive, shall be classified a 
life member of this Society. A life member 
in good standing shall receive a certificate of 
life membership. He shall be exempt from 
further payment of dues, due this Society. 
He shall be entitled to all privileges of an 
active member except that, due to postal 
regulations, he shall pay a special annual 
subscription rate for the Illinois Dental 
Journal. He shall be eligible for election to 
any office and shall be governed by all the 
rules of this and his component society, 
whether retired from or still engaged in 
active practice. 


D. RETIRED MEMBER. Retired membership may 
be obtained by written application, direct 
to this Society and approved by the Execu- 
tive Council, by any active member retired 
from active practice. A retired member shall 
be entitled to all privileges of a life member 
except the right to hold office in this So- 
ciety. He shall receive the Illinois Dental 
Journal upon payment of a special annual 
subscription rate. 


E. Arriuiate Memeer. An active or life mem- 
ber of any constituent society of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association, other than the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society, or an ethical den- 
tist practicing in any country other than the 
United States who is a member of a recog- 
ized dental organization in such country, 
shall be eligible for affiliate membership and 
shall be so classified when nominated and 
elected by the Executive Council. 


F. AssociaTE MEMBER. A member of an al- 
lied profession who contributes to the ad- 
vancement of dentistry shall be eligible for 
associate membership and shall be so classi- 
fied when nominated and elected by the 
Executive Council. 


G. Honorary Memeer. An individual who has 
made outstanding contributions to the ad- 
vancement of the art and science of den- 
tistry shall be eligible for honorary mem- 
bership and shall be so classified when 
nominated by the Executive Council. and 
elected by the legislative body. 


H.Stupent Memser. A student member of 
the American Dental Association who is 
attending a dental school chartered by the 
State of Illinois or who upon graduation 
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immediately continues with internship, 
residency or graduate work in an Illinois 
institution shall be classified as a student 
member of this Society. In order to become 
an active member of this Society, a student 
member must first make application to and 
be accepted by a component society. 


Section 3. In Goop Stanpinc: A member of 


this Society who is not under final sentence 
of suspension or expulsion and whose dues 
for the current calendar year are paid by 
March 31 of that year, or who is exempt 
from payment of dues, shall be considered 
a member in good standing. 


Section 4. PRIVILEGES: 


A. Active Memper. An active member in 
good standing shall be eligible for election 
or appointment to any office, committee, 
council or similar position in the Society. 
He shall receive each issue of the Illinois 
Dental Journal. He shall be entitled to ad- 
mission to any scientific session of this So- 
ciety and to such other services as are pro- 
vided by the Society. 


B. Fettow. A fellow in good standing shall 
receive a certificate designating him as a 
fellow of this Society. He shall be entitled 
to all the privileges of an active member. 


C.Lire Memser. A life member in good 
standing shall receive a certificate of life 
membership. He shall be entitled to all the 
privileges of an active member, except 
that he shall receive the Illinois Dental 
Journal upon payment of a special annual 
subscription rate. 


D. RETIRED Memser. A retired member shall 
be entitled to all privileges of a life mem- 
ber except the right to hold office in the 
Society. He shall receive the Illinois Den- 
tal Journal upon payment of a _ special 
annual subscription rate. 


E. AFFILIATE Memser. An affiliate member 
in good standing shall receive an affiliate 
membership card. He shall receive the IIli- 
nois Dental Journal upon payment of the 
annual subscription rate. He shall be en- 
titled to admission to any scientific session 
of this Society and to such other services as 
are provided by the Society. 


F. Associate Member. An associate member 
in good standing shall receive an associate 
membership card. He shall be entitled to 
admission to any scientific session of this 
Society and to such other services as are 
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provided by the Society. He shall receive 
the Illinois Dental Journal upon payment of 
the annual subscription rate. 


G. Honorary Memser. An honorary member 
shall receive a certificate of honorary mem- 
bership. He shall be entitled to’ admission 
to any scientific session of this Society and 
to such other services as are provided by 
the Society. He shall receive the Illinois 
Dental Journal upon payment of the an- 
nual subscription rate. 


H.Srupent Memser. A student member of 
the American Dental Association shall be 
entitled to admission to any scientific ses- 
sion of this Society. He shall receive the 
Illinois Dental Journal upon payment of 
the annual subscription rate. 


Section 5. MEMBERSHIP DuES AND ASSESS- 
MENTS: The component society secretary 
shall send the membership cards, dues and 
assessments of the individual members to 
the State Secretary as they are received, 
and when those dues and assessments are 
credited on the State Secretary’s records, 
the membership of the individual member 
shall be established. 

Dues shall include the annual subscription 
to the Illinois Dental Journal and the an- 
nual dues in the American Dental Associa- 
tion for the current year. Any member 
whose dues and assessments are unpaid by 
March 31 of the current year shall not be 
in good standing and shall be considered 
delinquent. 


A. ActivE Mempers. The dues of active mem- 
bers shall be twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
due January 1 of each year. 


B.Fettows. The dues of fellows shall be 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) due January 1 
of each year. 


C.Lire Memesers. Life members shall be 
exempt from payment of dues to this So- 
ciety, but shall pay dues to the component 
society and the American Dental Associa- 
tion unless such dues are waived. 

D. RETIRED MEMBERS. Retired members shall 
be exempt from payment of dues to this 
Society. 


E. AFFILIATE Memsers. The dues of affiliate 


members shall be five dollars ($5.00) due 
January 1 of each year. 


F. AssociaTE Memsers. The dues of associate 
members shall be five dollars ($5.00) due 
January 1 of each year. 


G. Honorary Memsers. Honorary members 





shall be exempt from payment of dues to 
this Society. 


H. StupEnT Mempers. Student members shall 
be exempt from payment of dues to this 
Society. 


I. Temporary Dues ExXeEmpTION. Certain 
members of this Society shall be granted 
temporary exemption from payment of dues. 

a.Members on Relief. A member of this 
Society, while receiving assistance from the 
Relief Fund of this Society, shall be exempt 
from the payment of dues. 

b. Members in Federal Dental Service. An 
active member or fellow of this Society, 
temporarily on active duty with a federal 
dental service on a non-career basis, shall 
be exempt from the payment of dues during 
the period of such duty. 

c. New Graduates. New graduates shall be 
exempt from payment of dues for the bal- 
ance of the year of graduation, and for the 
year following graduation the annual dues 
shall be American Dental Association dues 
only. 


J. ASSESSMENTS. In addition to the annual 
dues, the membership, at the annual meet- 
ing, may vote an assessment for specific pur- 
poses and fix the date when such assessment 
shall be paid. No assessment or total of as- 
sessments in any calendar year shall ex- 
ceed the annual dues. 


CHAPTER II + PROFESSIONAL CON- 
DUCT. 


The “Principles of Ethics of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association,” the Standards of 
Ethics and Rules of Cinduct of the Illi- 
nois State Dental Society, which shall be 
referred to hereinafter as the Code of Eth- 
ics, and the code of ethics of the component 
society within whose jurisdiction he prac- 
tices shall govern the professional conduct 
of every member. 


Section 1. Misconpuct CuHarces: An active 
member, a fellow, a life member, or the 
Executive Council of this Society may bring 
a complaint against any member of this So- 
ciety for (1) having been found guilty of a 
felony, (2) having been found guilty of vio- 
lating the Dental Practice Act of Illinois 
or, (3) violating these Bylaws, the “Prin- 
ciples of Ethics of the American Dental As- 
sociation,” the Code of Ethics of the Illinois 
State Dental Society or the code of ethics 
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of his component society. Any such com- 
plaint shall be transmitted in writing to 
the secretary of the component society of 
which the accused is a member. 


Section 2. Discrptinary PENALTIES: A mem- 
ber may be placed under a sentence of cen- 
sure, probation or suspension or may be 
expelled from membership for any of the 
offenses enumerated in Section 1 of this 
Chapter. 


Section 3. DiIscrPLINARY PROCEEDINGS: Be- 
fore a disciplinary penalty is invoked against 
a member the following procedures shall be 
followed by the component society bringing 
a complaint: 


A. Hearinc. The accused member shall be 
entitled to a hearing at which he shall be 
given the opportunity to present his defense 
to all complaints brought against him. 


B. Notice. The accused member shall be 
notified in writing of complaints brought 
against him and of the time and place of the 
hearing, such notice to be sent by registered 
letter addressed to his last known address 
and mailed not less than thirty (30) days 
prior to the date set for the hearing. 


C. ComprainTt. The written complaints 
shall include an officially certified copy of 
the alleged conviction or determination of 
guilt, or a specification of the bylaw or ethi- 
cal provisions alleged to have been violated, 
as the case may be, and a description of the 
conduct alleged to constitute each violation. 


D. Decision. Every decision which shall 
result in censure, probation, suspension or 
expulsion shall be reduced to writing and 
shall specify the complaints made against 
the member, the facts which substantiate 
any or all of the complaints, the verdict 
rendered, the penalty imposed, and a notice 
shall be mailed to the accused member in- 
forming him of his right of appeal. Within 
ten (10) days of the date on which the de- 
cision is rendered, a copy thereof shall be 
sent by registered mail to the last known 
address of each of the following parties: 
the accused member; the secretary of the 
component society of which he is a member; 
the Secretary of this Society; the chairman 
of the Committee on Judicial Procedure of 
this Society; the chairman of the Judicial 
Council of the American Dental Association 
and the Secretary of the American Dental 
Association. 


Section 4. APPEALS: 
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An accused member 





under sentence of censure, probation, sus- 
pension or expulsion for having been found 
guilty of (1) a felony, (2) violating the 
Dental Practice Act of the State of Illinois 
or (3) violating these Bylaws, the “Prin- 
ciples of Ethics of the American Dental As- 
sociation,” the Code of Ethics of the Illinois 
State Dental Society or the code of ethics 
of the component society of which he is a 
member, shall have the right to appeal from 
a decision of his component society to the 
Committee on Judicial Procedure of this 
Society by filing an appeal in affidavit form 
with the Secretary of this Society. Such an 
accused member shall have the right to ap- 
peal from a decision of this Society to the 
Judicial Council of the American Dental 
Association by filing an appeal in affidavit 
form with the chairman of the Judicial 
Council of that Association. 

Such an accused member, the State So- 
ciety or the component society concerned 
shall have the right to appeal from a deci- 
sion of the Judicial Council of the American 
Dental Association to the House of Delegates 
of that Association by filing an appeal in 
affidavit form with the secretary of the 
House of Delegates (the Secretary of the 
American Dental Association). An appeal 
from any decision shall not be valid unless 
filed within ninety (90) days after such de- 
cision has been rendered. No decision shall 
become final while an appeal therefrom is 
pending or until the ninety (90) day period 
for perfecting an appeal has elapsed. The 
following procedure shall be used in proc- 
essing appeals: 


A. HEARINGS ON APPEAL. The accused mem- 
ber of the component society concerned shall 
be entitled to a hearing on an appeal, pro- 
vided that such appeaf is taken in accord- 
ance with, and satisfies the requirements of 
Section 4 of this Chapter. 


B. Notice. The agency receiving an appeal 
shall notify the society concerned and the 
accused member of the time and place of 
the hearing, such notice to be sent by regis- 
tered letter to the last known address of the 
parties to the appeal and mailed not less 
than thirty (30) days prior to the date set 
for the hearing. 


C. Briers. Every party to an appeal shall be 
entitled to submit a brief in support of his 
or its position. The party initiating the ap- 
peal shall submit his or its brief to the 
Secretary of this Society or the chairman 
of the Judicial Council of the American 
Dental Association and the Secretary of the 
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American Dental Association, as the case 
may be, within ninety (90) days of the date 
upon which the decision appealed from was 
rendered. 


D. REcorD OF DISCIPLINARY PROCEEDINGS. 
Upon notice of an appeal the component 
society which preferred charges shall furnish 
to this Society and to the accused member 
a transcript of, or an officially certified copy 
of, the minutes of the hearing accorded the 
accused member. The transcript or minutes 
shall be accompanied by certified copies of 
any affidavits or other documents submitted 
as evidence to support the charges against 
the accused member or submitted by the ac- 
cused member as part of his defense. Where 
the society preferring charges does not pro- 
vide for transcription of the hearing, the 
accused member, at his own expense, shall 
be entitled to arrange for the services of a 
court reporter to transcribe the hearing. 


E. APPEAL JURISDICTION. The agency to which 
a decision has been appealed shall be re- 
quired to review the decision appealed to 
determine whether the evidence before the 
society which preferred charges against the 
accused member supports that decision or 
warrants the penalty imposed. The appeal 
agency shall not be required to consider 
additional evidence unless there is a clear 
showing that either party to the appeal will 
be unreasonably harmed by failure to con- 
sider the additional evidence. 


F. DECISION ON APPEAL. Every decision on 
appeal shall be reduced to writing and shall 
state clearly the conclusion. of the appeal 
agency and the reasons for reaching that 
conclusion. The appeal agency shall have the 
discretion (1) to uphold the decision of the 
society which brought complaints against 
the accused member; (2) to reverse the de- 
cision of the society which brought com- 
plaints and thereby exonerate the accused 
member; (3) to deny an appeal which fails 
to satisfy the requirements of Section 4 of 
this Chapter; (4) to refer the case back to 
the society which brought complaints for a 
new proceeding, if the rights of the accused 
member under all applicable bylaws were 
not accorded him or (5) to refer the case 
back to the society which brought com- 
plaints with a recommendation to mete out 
a lesser penalty. 

Within ten (10) days of the date on which 
a decision on appeal is rendered, a copy 
thereof shall be sent by registered mail to 
the last known address of each of the fol- 
lowing parties: the accused member, the 


secretary of the component society of which 
he is a member, the Secretary of this So- 
ciety, the chairman of the Judicial Council 
of the American Dental Association and the 
Secretary of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, as the case may be. 


Section 5. LaBoraTory REFERRAL: It shall be 
a violation of the Code of Ethics of this 
Society for a member to refer a patient to 
a commercial dental laboratory for any 
service whatsoever. 


Section 6. CoNvICTION OF SUBVERSION: In 
the event a member is convicted by the 
courts of subversive activities, it shall be 
considered a violation of the Code of Ethics 
of this Society and such action shall auto- 
matically terminate membership. 


CHAPTER III - COMPONENT SOCIETIES 


Section 1. ORGANIZATION: A component so- 
ciety may be organized and chartered, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Coun- 
cil, upon the application of at least twenty- 
five (25) dentists practicing in any pre- 
scribed territory in Illinois, who are active, 
fellow or life members, in good standing, 
of this Society. The Secretary of this So- 
ciety shall be authorized to issue a charter, 
in a form approved by the Executive Coun- 
cil, to each component society denoting its 
name and territorial jurisdiction. No such 
society shall be chartered in any prescribed 
territory in Illinois in which a component 
society is already chartered by this Society. 
The Executive Council may at any time, for 
good and sufficient cause, revoke the char- 
ter of any component society. 


Section 2. Name: Each component society 
shall be given a name in conformity with a 
recommendation made by the governing 
body of such component society subject to 
the approval of the Executive Council. 


Section 3. Powers AND DUTIEs: 


A. A component society shall have the pow- 
er to elect its members and to elect its fully 
privileged members as active members of 
this Society within the limits imposed by 
Section 4 of this Chapter of the Bylaws. 


B. It shall have the power to organize its 
members into branch societies within the 
limits imposed by this Chapter of the By- 
laws. 
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C. It shall have the power to provide for 
its financial support and to make laws, 
rules and regulations to govern its members, 
provided such law, rules and regulations do 
not conflict with these Bylaws. 


D. It shall have the duty to conduct the 
trials of members against whom misconduct 
charges have been filed, in accordance with 
Chapter II of these Bylaws. Any member 
who may feel aggrieved at the action of a 
component society toward him, shall have 
the right to appeal to the Committee on 
Judicial Procedure of this Society. 


E. It shall have the power to discipline any 
of its members by censure, probation, sus- 
pension or expulsion in conformity with 
Chapter II of these Bylaws. 


F. The secretary of each component society 
shall keep a roster of its members and en- 
deavor to obtain a complete list of the den- 
tists within the jurisdiction of that society 
who are eligible for membership. He shall 
collect and send to the Secretary of this 
Society the annual dues of this Society and 
the American Dental Association for each 
member of the component society as soon 
after January 1 as is practical, in conform- 
ity with Chapter I, Section 5 of these By- 
laws, and Chapter I, Section 50 of the “By- 
laws of the American Dental Association.” 


Section 4. Mempersuip: The fuily privi- 
leged membership of each component soci- 
ety shall be limited to dentists practicing 
within the territorial jurisdiction of such 
component society or to dentists in federal 
dental service, provided that such dentists 
are fully privileged members in good stand- 
ing of this Society and the American Den- 
tal Association. Any dentist who has retired 
from active practice or who is engaged in 
activities furthering the object of this So- 
ciety may be considered to be practicing 
dentistry within the meaning of this section. 

When a member in good standing of one 
component society changes his residence in 
this State, his name may be transferred 
without cost to the roster of the component 
society into whose jurisdiction he moves, 
providing he is acceptable to the members 
of the receiving component society. A mem- 
ber shall pay his dues to the component 
society in whose jurisdiction he practices, 
even though he affiliates with another com- 
ponent society. 


Section 5. Orricers: The officers of a com- 
ponent society shall be president, secretary, 
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treasurer and such others as may be pre- 
scribed in its constitution and bylaws. 


Section 6. Business Sessions: A compo- 
nent society shall hold a business session at 
least once each calendar year. Each com- 
ponent society shall nominate and elect 
its officers, to be installed during the month 
of June each year. 


Section 7. PrINcIPLES AND CODE oF ETHICs: 
The “Principles of Ethics of the American 
Dental Association,” the Code of Ethics of 
this Society and the code of ethics adopted 
by the component society shall be the in- 
struments used for governing the profes- 
sional conduct of the members of a com- 
ponent society. 


Section 8. CONSTITUTION AND ByLaws: Each 
component society shall adopt and main- 
tain a constitution and bylaws which shall 
be revised regularly and shall not be in 
conflict with the Constitution and Bylaws 
of this Society or that of the American 
Dental Association and shall file a copy 
thereof, and any changes which may be 
made thereafter, with the Secretary of this 
Society. 


CHAPTER IV - BRANCH SOCIETIES 

Branch societies of a component society may 
be organized in conformity with a plan ap- 
proved by the component society of which 
they will be recognized entities. The fully 
privileged members of each branch society 
shall be dentists who are members in good 
standing of the component society, this So- 
ciety and the American Dental Association. 


CHAPTER V DISTRICTS 

This Society shall be composed of three (3) 
groups divided into seven (7) districts, com- 
posed of component societies and designated 
as follows: 


Group 1 

Northwestern District. Component socie- 
ties: Rock Island, Whiteside-Lee, Winne- 
bago, Northwest. Councilmen, one (1). 


Northeastern District. Component socie- 
ties: Kankakee, Will-Grundy, LaSalle, 
Fox River Valley. Councilmen, one (1). 


Central District. Component societies: 
Peoria, McLean. Councilmen, one (1). 














Group 2 
Central Western District. Component so- 
cieties: G. V. Black, T. L. Gilmer, Prairie 
Valley. Councilmen, one (1). 


Central Eastern District. Component so- 
' cieties: Decatur, Eastern Illinois, Danville, 
Illini. Councilmen, one (1). 


Southern District. Component societies: 
Madison, Southern Illinois, St. Clair, Wa- 
bash River. Councilmen, one (1). 


Group 3 
Chicago District. Component society: Chi- 
cago. Councilmen, six (6). 


CHAPTER VI - EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Section 1. Composition: The Executive 
Council shall consist of the President, 
President-Elect, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer and twelve (12) elected council- 
men: Six (6) elected by the six (6) districts 
outside the area of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, and six (6) elected by the Chicago 
Dental Society. The President votes only in 
case of a tie. 


Section 2. ELECTION: 


A. At the business meeting on the third 
day of the annual session, the Society shall 
elect a President-Elect. Nominations shall 
be made from the floor. No nominating 
speech shall exceed four (4) minutes in 
length. Seconding speeches for any nominee 
shall be limited to one (1) minute in length 
and two (2) in number. Voting shall be by 
official ballot and the Secretary shall pro- 
vide facilities for voting and for the certi- 
fication of each voter. The candidate receiv- 
ing the largest number of votes shall be 
considered elected. 


B.The Vice-President shall be elected by 
nomination from the floor and by vive voce 
vote. 


C. At the same time and place of said elec- 
tion the members present from each district 
shall assemble in three (3) respective 
groups. Group 1 and Group 2 shall each 
elect one (1) member of the Council to serve 
a term of three (3) years. Group 3 shall 
elect two (2) members of the Council to 
serve a term of three (3) years. 


D. A member of the Council, having served 
a full term, shall not be eligible for re- 
election for a period of three (3) years. 





E. Each component society in a district shall 
in turn be represented on the Council in 
rotation. 


F. No member shall be eligible to an elec- 
tive office who has been a member of this 
Society for less than five (5) years. 


G. Officers and executive councilmen elect- 
ed shall be installed and assume their du- 
ties at the termination of the last meeting 
of the annual session at which they are 
elected. 


H. Any motion contrary to the foregoing 
method of election shall not be in order. 


Section 3. Powers and DUTIEs: 


A. The Executive Council shall have con- 
trol of the business of this Society. Any 
member of the Society desiring to bring 
any matter of business before the Council 
may do so in writing, and may appear in 
behalf of such measure by consent of the 
Executive Council. A majority shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The “Standing Rules of the 
Executive Council,” as adopted by the 
Council, shall govern procedure. The Coun- 
cil shall meet as prescribed in Chapter XIV, 
Sections 2, 3 and 4 of the Bylaws. 


B. It shall appoint all officers, except the 
President, President-Elect and Vice-Presi- 
dent, and all standing committees except 
the Committee on Committees and the Com- 
mittee on the Annual Session. It shall also 
select the place of the annual meeting. In 
case of vacancy in the office of both Presi- 
dent and President-Elect, the Executive 
Council shall elect a president pro tem. 


C. It shall pass on the expenditures of all 
money by the Society. It may authorize 
certain officers or committees to expend 
monies for specific purposes, but all monies 
appropriated by this Society, except that 
incurred for actual operating expenses, 
shall, upon recommendation by the Council, 
have the approval of a majority vote of 
the members present at a regular annual 
meeting. 


D. It shall make provision for a_ special 
fund to be set aside and used as a relief 
fund for the purposes set forth in Chapter 
XVI, Section 5 of the Bylaws of this So- 
ciety. 

E. It may delegate its authority and power 
to the Ad Interim Committee of the Execu- 
tive Council by a majority vote of the en- 
tire Council. In the event such authority 
and power is granted, said Ad Interim Com- 
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mittee shall govern and transact the busi- 
ness of the Society during intervals between 
annual and special meetings of the Execu- 
tive Council. 


F. It shall appoint a publication committee 
which shall manage, direct and carry into 
effect all the duties necessary to the publi- 
cation of any document of the Society, 
subject to the order or approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. 


G. It shall perform such other duties as are 
prescribed by these Bylaws. 


CHAPTER VII - ELECTIVE OFFICERS 


Section 1. NUMBER AND TITLE: The elective 
officers of this Society shall be three (3) 
in number: President, President-Elect and 
Vice-President, as provided in Article V, 
Section 1 of the Constitution. 


Section 2. NOMINATIONS AND ELEcTIONS: The 
elective officers shall be nominated and 
elected in accordance with Chapter VI, Sec- 
tion 2 of the Bylaws. 


Section 3. DutTIEs: 


A. PRESIDENT. It shall be the duty of the 
President: 

a. To preside at all meetings of the So- 
ciety and the Executive Council. 

b. To exercise a general supervision of 
both and at each annual session address the 
Society by written essay on some subject 
connected with the duties of the profession. 

c. To be ex-officio a member of all stand- 
ing committees and appoint to serve during 
his term of office the Committee on the An- 
nual Session, Committee on Committees and 
all other committees not otherwise provided 
for. 

d. To fill by appointment vacancies occur- 
ring in committees for unexpired terms. 

e. To vote in Council meetings only in 
case of a tie. 

f. To perform such other duties of a pre- 
siding officer as usually appertain to the 
office. 

g. To be a delegate ex-officio to the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. 


B. PresIpENT-ELEcT. It shall be the duty of 
the President-Elect: 

a. To be ex-officio a member of the Exec- 
utive Council and the Ad Interim Com- 
mittee. 

b. To assist the President as requested. 

c. To succeed to the office of President 
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in case of vacancy for any cause and serve 
as President for the remainder of the fiscal 
year of the Society. 

d. To succeed to the office of President 
without other election. 

e. To be a delegate ex-officio to the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. 


C. Vice-PreswenT. It shall be the duty of 
the Vice-President: 
a. To assist the President as requested. 
b. In the absence of the President, or at 
his request, to preside over all meetings 
of this Society and the Executive Council. 


CHAPTER VIII - APPOINTIVE OFFICERS 


Section 1. NuMBER AND TITLE: The appoin- 
tive officers of this Society shall be three (3) 
in number: Secretary, Treasurer and Editor, 
as provided in Article V, Section 2 of the 
Constitution. 


Section 2. DutTIEs: 


A. SEcrETARY. It shall be the duty of the 
Secretary: 

a. To give a bond in amount as required 
by the Executive Council before entering 
upon his duties. 

b. To keep the records of the Society and 
the Executive Council, notify all officers and 
committeemen in writing of their election 
and perform such duties as usually apper- 
tain to the office. 

c. To collect all money due the Society 
and pay same to the Treasurer. 

d. To send the Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association a list of active and 
life members of the Society in good stand- 
ing, with a voucher for their dues, and a 
list of the delegates and alternates to the 
House of Delegates of the American Dental 
Association. 

e. To be a delegate ex-officio to the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. 

f. To be the chairman of the Committee 
on Publication. 

g. To supervise and coordinate the activi- 
ties of all committees in regard to their spe- 
cific assignments and systematize the prep- 
aration of all reports of all such commit- 
tees. 

h. To submit to the Executive Council at 
the annual meeting a report of his receipts 
and disbursements as audited by a Certified 
Public Accountant, whose selection shall be 
approved by the President. 

i. To continue in office until his succes- 
sor has qualified. 
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j. To turn over to his successors all mon- 
ies, books, papers and other properties of 
the office within thirty (30) days after the 
installation and qualification of his successor. 


B. TREASURER. It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer: 

a. To receive and keep all monies be- 
longing to the Society, and pay all current 
operating expenses on the written order of 
the President and Secretary. In the absence 
or incapacity of either officer the signature 
of the President-Elect shall be substituted. 

b. To give a bond in the amount required 
by the Executive Council before entering 
upon his duties. 

c. To submit to the Executive Council at 
the annual session a report of his receipts 
and disbursements as audited by a Certified 
Public Accountant whose selection shall be 
approved by the President. 

d. To continue in office until his succes- 
sor is qualified. 

e. To turn over to his successor all mon- 
ies, books, papers and other properties of the 
office within thirty (30) days after the in- 
stallation and qualification of his successor. 

f. To be a delegate ex-officio to the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. 


C. Eprtor. It shall be the duty of the Editor: 

a. To be the editor-in-chief of the Illinois 
Dental Journal and, as such, to exercise full 
editorial control over such publication sub- 
ject only to policies and procedures estab- 
lished by the Executive Council or these 
Bylaws. 

b. To perform such other duties as are 
prescribed by the Executive Council or these 
Bylaws. 


CHAPTER IX - STANDING COMMITTEES 


Section 1. NumBer AND Name: The stand- 
ing committees of this Society shall be fif- 
teen (15) in number as follows: 
Committee on the Annual Session 
Committee on Continuing Study 
Committee on Dental Health 
Committee on Dental Trade, Laboratory 
Relations and Auxiliary Personnel 
Committee on Federal Dental Services 
Committee on Group Dental Health Care 
Committee on Hospital Dental Service 
Committee on Insurance 
Committee on Interprofessional Relations 
Committee on Judicial Procedures 
Committee on Legislation 
Committee on Membership 
Committee on Publication 





Committee on Public Welfare 
Committee on Relief 


Section 2. Composition: Standing commit- 
tees will vary in number of members due 
to the assigned duties of each committee. 
The membership of committees will be five 
(5) in number, unless otherwise specified 
in Section 9 of this Chapter. When com- 
mittee members are allotted according to 
districts of the Society, the membership will 
be greater. 


Section 3. QUALIFICATIONS: Each member of 
a committee must be an active, fellow or 
life member in good standing of this Society 
and a fully privileged member of one of 
the component societies which compose the 
district he is elected to represent. Should 
the status of any member change in regard 
to the preceding qualifications during his 
term of office, that office shall be declared 
vacant and the President shall fill such va- 
cancy as provided in Section 8 of this Chap- 
ter of the Bylaws. 


Section 4. TrerRM oF OrFicE: The members 
of each committee, except the Committee 
on the Annual Session, shall be divided into 
three (3) groups of two (2), two (2) and 
one (1) respectively, each group to serve 
for a period of three (3) years. One (1) 
group shall be elected annually. 

If a member shows lack of interest and 
unwillingness to cooperate with the activi- 
ties of his committee, it shall be the prerog- 
ative of the President to ask for his resig- 
nation. 


Section 5. NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS: 
Nominations for all committee members 
shall be made by the President-Elect upon 
advice of the members of the Society 
through recommendations to the executive 
councilman and the Committee on Commit- 
tees. Additional nominations may be made 
by any member of the Executive Council 
during the annual meeting of the Council. 
Election shall be by majority vote of the 
members of the Executive Council present 
and voting. 


Section 6. CHAIRMEN: One (1) member of 
each committee, except the Committee on 
the Annual Session, shall be appointed an- 
nually by the Executive Council to serve as 
chairman. 


Section 7. Quorum: A majority of the total 
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number of members of any committee shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 


Section 8. Vacancy: In the event of a va- 
cancy in the membership of any committee, 
except the Committee on the Annual Ses- 
sion, the President shall appoint a member 
of the Society possessing the same qualifica- 
tions established by these Bylaws for the 
previous member, to fill such vacancy until 
a successor is elected by the next Executive 
Council for the remainder of the unexpired 
term. In the event such vacancy involves 
the chairman of a committee, the President 
shall have the power to appoint an ad in- 
terim chairman to serve until the next 
meeting of the Executive Council. 


Section 9. DuttiEs: 


A. Common Duties or ALL COMMITTEES. 

a. Standing Rules. The “Standing Rules 
for Committees,” as approved by the Execu- 
tive Council, shall be followed in all com- 
mittee meetings and for the administration 
of all committees. 

b. Proposed Budget. Each committee shall 
submit in writing to the Executive Council, 
through the Secretary’s office, a proposed 
itemized budget of anticipated expenditures 
for the ensuing year, at a time specified by 
the Executive Council. 

c.Annual Report. Each committee shall 
submit, through the Secretary’s office, an 
annual written report of its activities to the 
Executive Council at a time specified by 
the Executive Council. 

d. Privilege. Chairmen and members of 
committees who are not members of the 
Executive Council shall have the right to 
present their reports in person to the Execu- 
tive Council and to participate in the de- 
bate thereon, but shall not have the right 
to vote. 


B. CoMMITTEE ON THE ANNUAL SESSION. The 
Committee shall consist of five (5) active 
members in good standing of this Society. 
They shall be appointed annually by the 
President and one (1) member shall be des- 
ignated by him to serve as chairman. The 
Committee shall be divided into the follow- 
ing sub committees: Program, Clinic, Com- 
mercial and Scientific Exhibits, and Local 
Arrangements. The remaining four (4) 
members of the Committee on the Annual 
Session shall be assigned the chairmanships 
of the four (4) sub committees and shall be 
empowered to appoint whatever additional 
members are necessary to their sub commit- 
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tee. The President-Elect shall name ani 
organize the Committee on the Annual Ses- 
sion which shall serve during his adminis- 
tration in advance of his induction into the 
office of President, in order to facilitate the 
satisfactory performance of its duty of sub- 
mitting to the Executive Council a proposed 
budget of anticipated expenditures for the 
ensuing fiscal year. 

It shall be the duty of the Committee to 
serve as the general arrangements committee 
for the annual scientific session of the So- 
ciety. It shall have full power to arrange 
for the presentation of the program, scien- 
tific essays, clinics, exhibits and any other 
events, subject only to the limitation of the 
budget of anticipated expenditures for the 
ensuing fiscal year. 


C. ComMITTEE ON CONTINUING StTupy. The 
duties of the Committee shall be: 

a. To prepare plans for courses of study 
to be sponsored by the Society and to assist 
in planning and partially financing district 
meetings and present same for action of the 
Executive Council in conformity with poli- 
cies adopted by the Council. 

b. To arrange for the presentation of ap- 
proved programs of continuing study spon- 
sored by the Society. 

c. To prepare and maintain a current list 
of speakers and essayists who are available 
for the programs of component societies. 


D. CoMMITTEE ON DENTAL HEALTH. The Com- 
mittee shall consist of a chairman and such 
additional members as the Executive Coun- 
cil shall deem necessary. The chairman shall 
select two. (2) members of the Committee 
to act with him in an executive capacity to 
expedite any business of the Committee 
which may need early or immediate atten- 
tion; one of these to be designated as vice 
chairman; the other as secretary. The duties 
of the Committee shall be: 

a. To conduct studies relative to the den- 
tal health needs of the public and of pro- 
posed plans to meet such needs, other than 
those assigned to another committee by 
the Executive Council. 

b. To formulate programs for promoting 
dental health which shall be submitted to 
the Executive Council for action in con- 
formity with policies adopted by the legis- 
lative body. 

c. To assist component societies in the 
development of policies and programs for 
the improvement of the dental health of 
the public within their jurisdiction, and to 
compile an annual report of activities of 
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each component to be submitted to the 
Council. 

d. To establish and maintain relations 
with other agencies in Illinois interested in 
programs for the improvement of better 
health. 

e. To maintain a comprehensive program 
of dental health education services through 
close cooperation with the Dental Division 
of the Department of Public Health of the 
State of Illinois. 


E. CoMMITTEE ON DENTAL TRADE, LABORATORY 
RELATIONS AND AUXILIARY PERSONNEL. The 
duties of the Committee shall be: 

a. To encourage and develop satisfactory 
relations with the various organizations rep- 
resenting the auxiliary dental personnel, 
such as dental assistants, dental hygienists, 
dental laboratories, dental technicians and 
dental trades. 

b. To formulate plans for establishing and 
maintaining greater efficiency of the dental 
auxiliary personnel in their relation to the 
dental profession and to submit such plans 
to the Executive Council for action in con- 
formity with policies adopted by the legis- 
lative body. 


F. CoMMITTEE ON FEDERAL DENTAL SERVICES. 
The duties of the Committee shall be: 

a. To cooperate and maintain liaison with 
agencies which administer the veterans 
program, any type of dental care to military 
dependents and the Selective Service Sys- 
tem. 

b. To recommend to the Executive Coun- 
cil for action in conformity with policies 
adopted by the legislative body of this So- 
ciety and the House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association procedures 
and fee schedules related to any programs 
subsidized by a government agency, other 
than those assigned to the Committee on 
Dental Health by the Executive Council. 


G. ComMITTEE oN Group Dentat HEALTH 
Care. The duties of the Committee shall be: 

a. To study all group dental health care 
programs, except those proposed for mem- 
bers and dependents of the armed forces, 
and to cooperate with organizations request- 
ing the establishment of such programs in 
order that the best interests of the public 
and the profession of dentistry be served. 

b. To keep the Society informed on de- 
velopments of dental service corporations, 
contract and group dentistry, and all other 
forms of dental practice which may be pro- 
duced by the ever changing social conditions 
of the country, with particular reference to 


the dental welfare of the citizens of this 
State. 


H. ComnitTEE on Hosprtat DENTAL SERVICES. 
The duties of the Committee shall be: 

a. To cooperate with the Council on Hos- 
pital Dental Service of the American Den- 
tal Association and perform such duties as 
requested by this council insofar as estab- 
lishing and maintaining basic standards in 
dental departments of hospitals in the State 
of Illinois. 

b. To aid wherever possible in establishing 
dental staffs in the hospitals of Illinois. 


I. ComMITTEE ON INSURANCE. The duties of 
the Committee shall be to consider the prob- 
lem of insuring the members of this Society 
for their protection in any manner whatso- 
ever and make recommendations regarding 
such plans to the Executive Council for ap- 
proval. 


J. COMMITTEE ON INTERPROFESSIONAL RELA- 
Tions. The duties of the Committee shall be 
to cooperate with other agencies of the 
healing arts profession relative to advancing 
the health of the public. 


K. CoMMITTEE ON JUDICIAL PROCEDURE. The 
duties of the Committee shall be: 

a. To consider any dispute arising be- 
tween an applicant for membership and a 
component society that is appealed and refer 
the matter, with recommendations, to the 
Executive Council. 

b. To consider any appeal from the action 
of a component society in case of alleged 
professional misconduct by one of its mem- 
bers and refer same, with recommendations, 
to the Executive Council. 


L. CoMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION. The duties of 
the Committee shall be: 

a. To protect the dental health of the citi- 
zens of Illinois and further the interests of 
the public and the dental profession in 
matters of legislation by preparing and se- 
curing the introduction of bills or amend- 
ments relative to the practice of dentistry, 
provided such bills or amendments shall 
have first been submitted to and approved 
by the Executive Council. 

b. To keep informed as to the character 
of all bills introduced in the Legislature 
affecting the practice of dentistry, the good 
of the profession or the public welfare. 

c. To use all proper influence to secure 
the passage of such bills as are beneficial 
and the defeat of such as are detrimental 
to public health and confer with and receive 
the approval of the Executive Council or 
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the Ad Interim Committee before taking 
action. 

d. To recommend to the Executive Coun- 
cil for action nominees for presentation to 
the Governor for appointment to member- 
ship on the Illinois State Dental Examining 
Committee. 

e. To have a contact committee organize 

the Society for legislative purposes and be 
a subcommittee of the Committee on Legis- 
lation, consisting of the Secretary of the 
Society, who shall be chairman. He shall be 
authorized to select members of the Society 
to act as contact men to legislators in the 
Congressional and the State Senatorial and 
Representative Districts. It shall be the 
duty of this subcommittee to enlist the co- 
operation of the members of the Society 
throughout the State to exert their influence 
for passage or defeat of pending legisla- 
tion. This subcommittee shall assist and act 
in conjunction with the Committee on Leg- 
islation. 
M. ComMITTEE ON MEMBERSHIP. The Commit- 
tee shall consist of a chairman and seven 
(7) district superintendents, one (1) from 
each of the seven (7) districts. The duties 
of the Committee shall be: 

a. To study membership problems of the 
Society and formulate plans for maintain- 
ing and increasing the membership of the 
Society. Such plans shall be submitted to 
the Executive Council for action. 

b. To cooperate with the membership 
agency of each component society in con- 
ducting campaigns for new members. 

c. To assist the Secretary’s office in con- 

tacting delinquent members, urging rein- 
statement of membership. 
N. ComMMITTEE ON PUBLICATION. The Com- 
mittee shall consist of four (4) or more 
members: the Secretary of the Society as 
chairman, the Editor, the Publication and 
Circulation Manager of the Journal, who 
shall be a member located in the city in 
which the Society exists and shall be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Council annually, 
and one (1) other member. The duties of 
the Committee shall be: 

a. To employ a competent person to re- 
port the proceedings and discussions of the 
annual session. 

b. To prepare and publish the Illinois 
Dental Journal. 

c. To arrange and publish the Transac- 
tions of the Society in such form as may be 
designated by the Executive Council. 

d. To print at the beginning of each num- 
ber of the Illinois Dental Journal and each 
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volume of the Transactions the following 
disclaimer: “The Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety is not responsible for the opinions, 
views, or statements made in any essay, dis- 
cussion, or in the proceedings which are 
presented before the Society.” 

O. CoMMITTEE ON PuBLIc WELFARE. The Com- 
mittee shall be composed of fourteen (14) 
members, two (2) from each of the seven 
(7) districts. The chairman shall be desig- 
nated each year by the Executive Council. 
The chairman shall select two (2) members 
of the Committee to act with him in an 
executive capacity to expedite any business 
of the Committee which may need early or 
immediate attention, one (1) of these to be 
designated as vice-chairman; the other, as 
secretary. The duties of the Committee shall 
be: 

a. To hold two (2) regular meetings each 
year, one (1) during the annual session of 
the Society. 

b. To maintain liaison with the Illinois 
Public Aid Program for the purpose of ad- 
vising this agency regarding the adminis- 
tration of an adequate dental program. 

c. To initiate surveys of the Illinois Wel- 
fare and Public Safety dental programs in 
the interest of improving the type and 
amount of service rendered in both mental 
and penal institutions. 

d. To seek cooperation with the Dental 
Division of the Illinois Department of Public 
Health in implementing activities in the 
above stated institutions. 


P. ComMiTTEE ON RELIEF. The Committee 
shall consist of three (3) or more members. 
The Secretary of the Society shall be ex- 
officio the secretary of the Committee on Re- 
lief, and he shall keep a complete record 
of the proceedings of this Committee. The 
duties of the Committee shall be: 

a. To formulate plans for administering 
the relief program of this Society and sub- 
mit such plans to the Executive Council 
for action. 

b. To cooperate with the Council on Re- 
lief of the American Dental Association as 
requested in publicizing the annual relief 
fund campaign of that association among 
the members of this Society. 

c. To investigate, review and approve or 
disapprove applications for relief of a den- 
tist or his dependents and survivors present- 
ed by a component society and transmit 
same to the American Dental Association. 

d. To use whatever number of investi- 
gators is necessary to investigate thoroughly 
each application for relief. All expenses in- 
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curred in the operation of this Committee 





and its investigations are to be charged to 
the Relief Fund. 


Section 10. COMMISSION FOR PROTECTION OF 
Pusiic DENTAL HEALTH: 


A. Composition. The Commission shall be a 
permanent commission and shall consist of 
seven (7) members; four (4) to be appointed 
by the President of the Illinois State Dental 
Society, one (1) of whom shall be the chair- 
man of the Committee on Public Policy and 
one (1) of whom shall be designated as 
chairman of the Commission, and three (3) 
to be appointed by the president of the 
Chicago Dental Society. At least one (1) 
member of the Executive Council of this 
Society and at least one (1) member of the 
Board of Directors of the Chicago Dental 
Society shall be current members of the 
Commission. Consultants to the Commis- 
sion shall be the Secretary of this Society, 
the Executive Secretary of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society and the Program Director of this 
Society. 


B.TerM oF OFFiceE. Each member shall re- 
main on the Commission for three (3) years 
and may be reappointed by the President 
of the society from which the original ap- 
pointment was made. Membership on the 
Commission shall be as continuous as feasi- 
ble. 


C. DutTIEs. 

a. To find and devise ways and means of 
further protecting the dental health of the 
public from the hazard of dental service 
by those who are not licensed to practice 
dentistry and to recommend to the Execu- 
tive Council any legislative changes that 
might strengthen the Dental Practice Act. 

b. To cooperate closely with all compo- 
nent societies, and to serve as a clearing 
house for their law violation problems; to 
coordinate, advise and assist them in all 
law enforcement efforts. 

ce. To weigh and investigate all requests 
for action against alleged Dental Practice 
Act violators. Such action shall be initiated 
at the component level only after clearance 
with the Commission and financed from the 
Commission’s budget; payments from this 
fund to be approved by the President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Society, who will 
sign the vouchers for such payments. 

d. To cooperate with all law enforcement 
agencies, local, state and federal; to coop- 
erate closely with the Illinois State Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education and 








with the Illinois State Dental Examining 
Committee. 

e. To maintain activities of the Commis- 
sion under the authority of the Executive 
Council. The Commission shall report, 
through the Secretary of the Society, to the 
Executive Council at its regular meetings 
in January and May, or more frequently 
as conditions may warrant. 


CHAPTER X + COMMITTEES OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Section 1. NuMBER AND NAME: The Execu- 
tive Council shall be organized into five (5) 
standing committees and such special com- 
mittees as may be established from time 
to time. The standing committees shall be: 

Ad Interim Committee 

Committee on Committees 

District and Component Relations 

Committee 
Finance and Planning Committee 
Resolutions Committee 


Section 2. Meetincs: All committees shall 
be subject to the call of the chairman or 
any two (2) members. 


Section 3. Ap INTERIM CommiTTEE. The Ad 
Interim Committee shall consist of the 
President, President-Elect, Secretary, Treas- 
urer and two (2) members of the Executive 
Council. 

It shall be the duty of this Committee, 
when in the opinion of the President and 
Secretary a meeting of the entire Executive 
Council seems impractical, to govern and 
transact the business of the Society during 
the intervals between its regular meetings. 
Actions of the Ad Interim Committee must 
be reported to the Executive Council for 
final action. 


Section 4. COMMITTEE ON COMMITTEES: The 
Committee shall consist of the President- 
Elect, who shall serve as chairman, and 
three (3) other members of the Executive 
Council appointed by the President thirty 
(30) days preceding the meeting of the 
Executive Council called to elect standing 
committees and/or delegates and alternates. 

It shall be the duty of this Committee to 
assist the President-Elect in submitting 
nominations to the Executive Council for 
election to standing committees of the 
Society and the delegates and alternates 
to the American Dental Association. 
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Section 5. District anp COMPONENT RELA- 
TIONS CoMMITTEE: The Committee shall con- 
sist of an appointed chairman and seven (7) 
councilmen, geographically located in or- 
der to maintain close liaison with all com- 
ponents of the Society. 

It shall be the duty of each member of 
this Committee to make periodic visits, at 
least once a year, to all components in his 
district in order to maintain close liaison; 
to assist in the formation of district meet- 
ings throughout the State; and to recom- 
mend and assist in the program of the an- 
nual Component Officers Conference and 
such other meetings as the Committee may 
be called upon for advice and assistance. 


Section 6. FINANCE AND PLANNING CoMMIT- 
TEE: The Committee shall consist of the 
President, President-Elect, Secretary, Treas- 
urer and three (3) appointed members of the 
Executive Council. The term of office of 
the Councilmen shall be for three (3) years, 
with the senior Councilman acting as chair- 
man. 
It shall be the duty of this Committee to 
supervise: 

a. Fiscal policies. 

b. Investments and expenditures. 

c. Preparation of the annual budget. 

d. Inspection of finances, leases and quar- 
ters. 

e. Future policy procedure and long range 
planning not otherwise specified. 


Section 7. RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE: The 
Committee shall consist of three (3) voting 
members of the Executive Council appoint- 
ed by the President. 

It shall be the duty of this Committee 
to recommend, in proper form, resolutions 
presented to the Executive Council. It also 
shall present such resolutions to the legis- 
lative body in annual session for acceptance 
or refusal. 


CHAPTER XI - SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


Section 1. CREATION, APPOINTMENT AND 
Terms: Special committees of this Society 
may be created at any session of the Execu- 
tive Council for the purpose of performing 
any duties not otherwise assigned by these 
Bylaws. Such special committees may serve 
until the adjournment sine die of the next 
annual session of the Executive Council. 
The authority for appointing the members 
of a special committee shall be set forth 
in the resolution creating such committee. 
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Section 2. Privitece: Chairmen and mem- 
bers of special committees who are not 
members of the Executive Council shall 
have the right to present their reports in 
person to the Executive Council and to 
participate in the debate thereon, but shall 
not have the right to vote. 


CHAPTER XII ELECTION OF DELE- 
GATES AND ALTERNATES 


Section 1. Etective: Delegates and alter- 
nates to represent this Society in the House 
of Delegates of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation shall be elected by the Executive 
Council. 


Section 2. Ex-Orricio: The President, the 
President-Elect, the Secretary and the 
Treasurer shall be delegates ex-officio. The 
remaining number of delegates and alter- 
nates allotted to the Society shall be elected 
by the Executive Council. 


Section 3. QUALIFICATION: A member to be 
eligible for election as delegate or alternate 
must have been a member of the Society in 
good standing for five (5) or more consecu- 
tive years immediately preceding his elec- 
tion. No member, except the President, 
President-Elect, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Society, shall be eligible for election 
as delegate or an alternate, who has served 
as a delegate or an alternate for three (3) 
years in succession, until after a lapse of at 
least one (1) year. 


Section 4. NomrnaTion: It shall be the duty 
of each councilman to prepare a list of 
names of members from his district whom he 
recommends as suitable’candidates for dele- 
gates and alternates to the American Dental 
Association, to be presented to the Commit- 
tee on Committees thirty (30) days preced- 
ing the date of the meeting of the Executive 
Council called to elect delegates and alter- 
nates. 


CHAPTER XIII - POWERS AND DUTIES 
OF DELEGATES AND ALTERNATES 


Section 1. Derxecates: The delegates shall 
be the official representatives of this So- 
ciety in the House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association, empowered 
to act individually on any matter that comes 
before that body. It shall be the duty of each 
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delegate to attend each meeting of each 
session of that House during his term of 
office and to participate in the deliberations 
and actions thereof in a manner which will 
promote the best interests of the American 
Dental Association and this Society. 


Section 2. ALTERNATE: It shall be the duty 
of each alternate to attend sessions of the 
House of Delegates of the American Dental 
Association during his term of office, and 
to succeed to the office of delegate and as- 
sume those duties in case of a vacancy. 


Section 3. Report: The elected delegate or 
alternate acting as a delegate shall, upon re- 
turn to his district from the American Dental 
Association annual meeting, report either in 
person or in writing to each component so- 
ciety in his district, presenting a brief re- 
sume of the actions of the House of Dele- 
gates. 


CHAPTER XIV - MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual session of the Society 
shall be held at a place selected by the 
Executive Council, commencing at ten (10) 
o'clock a.m. on a day in the month of May 
specified by the Executive Council, and 
continuing for three (3) days and shall be 
devoted to an address by the President, the 
presentation and discussion of essays and 
clinics, business sessions and other matters 
of interest to the profession. Twenty-five 
(25) active members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


Section 2. The Executive Council shall meet 
immediately at the close of each annual 
business meeting. 


Section 3. The Executive Council shall also 
meet during the month of January, at which 
time progress reports of officers and com- 
mittees will be presented. 


Section 4. The annual meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Council shall convene the day pre- 
vious to the annual session of the Society 
and subsequent meetings shall be held at the 
call of the President. The annual report of 
the Secretary and the Treasurer will be 
presented at this meeting, along with annual 
reports of all committees. 


Section 5. The opening general meeting 
shall be the first meeting of the second day 
of the annual session. 


Section 6. The business meeting of the an- 
nual session shall be the last order of busi- 
ness, held on the third day of the annual 
session, at which time official business of 
the Society shall be transacted and offi- 
cers and councilmen shall be elected and 
installed. 


Section 7. All resolutions offered in the 
Society must be in writing, signed by five 
(5) members in good standing and handed to 
the Secretary, whose duty it shall be to read 
the same to the Society during the business 
meeting, unless the members offering the 
resolution prefer reading it and then passing 
it over to the Secretary to be filed with 
the minutes. 


Section 8. The order of business at the an- 
nual session shall be as printed in the of- 
ficial program. 


Section 9. Scientific sessions of this So- 
ciety shall be held for the purpose of dis- 
seminating information pertaining to the 
science and art of dentistry through the 
media of lectures, essays, clinics, discussions, 
and scientific and commercial exhibits which 
may be of interest to the members of this 
Society. 


A. There shall be at least one (1) scientific 
session at each annual session. The number 
shall be determined by the Committee on 
the Annual Session. 


B. The selection and presentation of sci- 
entific and commercial exhibits shall be un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Committee on the 
Annual Session. 


C. Products of the dental trade, dental 
laboratories and other commercial firms may 
be exhibited in accordance with rules and 
regulations established by the Executive 
Council and in conformity with policies 
adopted by the American Dental Association 
for exhibitors at the annual session of that 
Association. 


Section 10. All essays read before the So- 
ciety shall become the property of the So- 
ciety and be deposited with the Secretary, 
a copy to be submitted by the essayist to 
the committee chairman in advance of the 
session. The Editor shall be permitted to 
refuse publication of essays not originally 


‘presented to the Society. 


Section 11. The Committee on the Annual 
Session shall have full charge of all arrange- 
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ments for clinics presented during the an- 
nual session and shall determine the num- 
ber and type. Only members of the Society 
in good standing, office assistants and hy- 
gienists of members in good standing prop- 
erly vouched for, members of their im- 


mediate families, members of the state 
medical societies, members of the American 
Dental Association and those having made 
application for membership whose applica- 
tion bears the written endorsement of two 
(2) members of this Society in good stand- 
ing, students of dental colleges, members in 
good standing of the Illinois Dental Labora- 
tory Association, and dental laboratory tech- 
nicians who have been vouched for by a 
member of this Society in good standing 
shall be admitted to the clinics. 

Clinicians advertising or demonstrating 
any appliance or material as a means of in- 
troducing it for any supply house or labora- 
tory shall not be permitted to operate or 
exhibit in the clinic room. 


Section 12. No person who is not a member 
of this Society shall be admitted to the busi- 
ness meeting, except upon approval of the 
President or Secretary. No member without 
the official badge issued to him at the regis- 
tration desk shall be admitted to the busi- 
ness meeting of the Society. No person 
without the official badge issued to him at 
the registration desk shall be entitled to 
attend scientific sessions or clinics of the 
Society. 


Section 13. All non-members shall register. 


CHAPTER XV - OFFICIAL JOURNAL 


Section 1. Tite: This Society shall publish 
an official journal under the title of Illinois 
Dental Journal, hereinafter referred to as 
the Journal. 


Section 2. OBsect: The object of the Jour- 
nal shall be to report, chronicle and evaluate 
activities of scientific and professional inter- 
est to members of this Society. 


Section 3. FREQUENCY oF IssUE: The fre- 
quency of issue of the Journal shall be de- 
termined by the Executive Council. 


Section 4. SUBSCRIPTION AND ADVERTISING 
Rates: Subscription and advertising rates of 
the Journal shall be determined by the 
Executive Council.

Section 5. Eprtor: The Editor of this So- 
ciety shall be the editor of the Journal. 


Section 6. Bustness Manacer: The Secre- 
tary of this Society shall be the business 
manager of the Journal. 


CHAPTER XVI - FINANCES 


Section 1. Fiscat Year: The fiscal year of 
this Society shall begin on May 1 of each 
calendar year and end on April 30 of the 
next year. 


Section 2. GENERAL Funp: The general 
fund shall consist of all monies received by 
the Society, other than those specifically 
allocated to other funds by the Bylaws. This 
fund shall be used in defraying all expenses 
incurred by the Society not otherwise pro- 
vided for in the Bylaws. The general fund 
shall be divided into the general operating 
fund and the contingent fund. The contin- 
gent fund shall be available upon approval 
of the Executive Council or the Ad Interim 
Committee. 


Section 3. REsErRvE Funp: This fund shall 
consist of cash and securities allocated to it 
by vote of the Executive Council. The funds 
of the reserve fund shall be invested in 
government bonds and any other type of 
investment approved by the Executive 
Council. No withdrawal may be made from 
the reserve fund except on vote of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. 


Section 4. PROTECTION OF PusBLic DENTAL 
HEALTH Funp: This fund shall be a special 
account derived from 4 special assessment 
approved by the legislative body for the 
purposes of financing legislation and law 
enforcement for the protection of public 
dental health and shall be held in a separate 
account, fully detached from any other fund 
of the Society. It shall be earmarked for the 
specific purpose of financing the special 
project of promoting proper legislation and 
law enforcement for the protection of the 
dental health of the public. 


Section 5. Retier Funp: This fund shall be 
held in the name of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society Relief Fund and be fully de- 
tached from any other fund of the Society. 
The fund shall be derived from cash and 
securities held and so earmarked by the 
Society and one-half (42) of the contribu- 
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tions received from the American Dental 
Association Relief Fund Drive each year. 
It shall also include any other earnings and 
bequests. The purpose of the fund shall be 
to grant financial aid to dentists, their de- 
pendents, and survivors. 


CHAPTER XVII - RULES OF ORDER 


Sturgis Standard Code of Parliamentary 
Procedure shall be the authority of this 
Society, unless otherwise specified. 


CHAPTER XVIII - INDEMNIFICATION OF 
OFFICERS AND EXECUTIVE 
COUNCILMEN 


The Society shall indemnify and hold harm- 
less each officer and each executive council- 
man now or hereafter serving the Society 
from and against any and all claims and 
liabilities to which he may be or become 
subject to by reason of his now or hereafter 
being or having heretofore been an officer 
and/or executive councilman of the Society 
and/or by reason of his alleged acts or 
omissions as an officer and/or executive 
councilman of the Society. It shall reim- 
burse each officer and executive councilman 
of the Society for all legal and other ex- 
penses reasonably incurred by him in con- 
nection with defending against any such 
claims or liabilities, provided, however, that 
no officer or executive councilman shall be 
indemnified against or be reimbursed for 


any expenses incurred in defending against 
any claim or liability arising out of his own 
negligence or willful misconduct. The fore- 
going rights of officers and executive coun- 
cilmen shall not be exclusive of other rights 
to which they may be entitled lawfully. 


CHAPTER XIX - AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. Two-Tuirps AFFIRMATIVE VOTE: 
These Bylaws may be amended by a two- 
thirds (34) affirmative vote of the members 
present at an annual meeting, provided the 
proposed amendments or revision shall have 
been presented in writing, signed by five (5) 
members, at the previous annual session. 

If the purpose and scope of the proposed 
amendments or revision be announced at an 
annual meeting, or if a general revision of 
these Bylaws is desired, and the Society or 
the Executive Council shall appoint a com- 
mittee to present the revised form, the pub- 
lication in the official Transactions of the 
Society or the Illinois Dental Journal of 
such proposed amendments or revision shall 
be deemed a sufficient compliance with the 
requirements of this section, and the pro- 
posed amendments or revision shall be con- 
sidered at the next annual session. 


Section 2. UNanimous Vote: These Bylaws 
may also be amended at any meeting of the 
legislative body by a unanimous affirmative 
vote, provided a proposed amendment shall 
have been presented at a previous meeting 
of the annual session.

PUBLIC HEALTH CORPS OFFERS 
COMPETITIVE EXAMS 


Competitive examinations for  ap- 
pointment of dentists as officers in the 
Public Health Service Commissioned 
Corps will be held throughout the Unit- 
ed States on January 31, and February 
1, 2 and 3, 1961. Completed application 
forms must be in Washington, D.C., no 
later than December 2, 1960. 


Appointments will be made in the of- 
ficer grades of assistant dental surgeon 
and senior assistant dental surgeon, 
equivalent to the Navy rank of lieuten- 
ant. 

For the rank of assistant dental sur- 
geon, at least seven years of collegiate 
and professional training are required. 
A senior assistant must have a total of 
at least ten years of collegiate and pro- 
fessional training and appropriate ex- 
perience. 

Assistants must be under thirty-four 
years of age, and senior assistants must 
be under thirty-seven years of age. The 
entrance pay for an assistant dental sur- 
geon with dependents is $7,345 per year, 
and a senior assistant dental surgeon 
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with dependents will receive $7,986 an- 
nually. 

Entrance examinations will include 
an interview, a physical examination, 
and a practical and comprehensive ex- 
amination in dentistry.

GRADUATE COURSE OFFERED 
IN SURGICAL COMPLICATIONS 


A new post-graduate course, “The 
Management of Surgical Complications 
in Dental Practice,” will be introduced 
on October 24th, 25th, and 26th at the 
Michael Reese Hospital under the di- 
rection of the oral surgery department.

ANNOUNCEMENT ON CREST 
WELL RECEIVED 


In the wake of the announcement by 
the A.D.A. Council on Dental Thera- 
peutics concerning Crest dentifrice, a 
survey taken by Advertising Age news- 
paper shows that dentists have approved 
the recognition by a majority of two to 
one. 

The mail survey, which covered five 
hundred dentists in a national sampling, 
showed that many dentists intend to 
recommend the dentifrice to patients 
and are using it themselves. 

A further point of approval, Adver- 
tising Age, a marketing and advertising 
trade publication, reported in its Sep- 
tember 5th edition, was the restrained 
advertising being employed by the den- 
tifrice’s manufacturer. Advertising Age 
pointed out that the survey seemed to 
indicate confidence on the part of den- 
tists for the thoroughness and caution 
exhibited by A.D.A., as well as for the 
fact that university research played a 
major role in developing the stannous 
fluoride dentifrice. 

Opposition to the announcement was 
exhibited by a minority of dentists. A 
number of complaints centered about 
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the propriety of the recognition by a 
professional group, and the question of 
recognizing the product by brand name 
rather than in some other fashion. How- 
ever, among those who registered ob- 


jection, a considerable segment ex- 
pressed belief that use of Crest was, as 
one of them put it, “probably advan- 
tageous.” 


GOVERNMENT INCREASES 
AID TO DENTISTRY 


The largest grant ever made for den- 
tal public health activities, $15,500,000, 
has been made for fiscal 1961 by the 
federal government. 

This grant is five million dollars more 
than was obtained last year. The bulk 
of the fund is given for research and 
fellowship programs administered by 
the National Institute of Dental Re- 
search. 


DENTAL EDUCATION FUND REACHES 
MANY AREAS IN DENTISTRY 


The annual report of the Fund for 
Dental Education shows that during the 
past year $136,509 was contributed by 
fifty individuals, corporations, and foun- 
dations. 

Some of the allocations and grants 
made by the fund last year were three 
teaching fellowships in anesthesiology, 
periodontology, and _ pedodontics; a 
grant to the American Society of oral 
surgeons to hold a conference on grad- 
uate training in oral surgery; a grant to 
the University of Oregon to sponsor the 
first conference on the teaching of den- 
tal economics and practice management; 
grants to five dental schools; a grant to 
the American Association of Dental 
Schools which enabled that organiza- 
tion to hold the first conference of den- 
tal deans on the subject of dental school 
administration; and a grant to North- 
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western University for a two-day con- 
ference on the teaching of dental ma- 
terials. 


WANTED: DENTISTS WHO CARE 


Studies of the men on Chicago’s Skid 
Row indicate that the majority have 
bad teeth. 

The Chicago Christian Industrial 
League, now in its 51st year of service, 
has developed as part of its complete re- 
habilitation of the whole man program 
clinics to deal with the dental needs of 
the men. 

In order to adequately meet these de- 
mands for dental care, an additional 
twelve hours a month of volunteer serv- 
ice is needed. Four dentists working 
three hours a month would complete 
the dental program.

be tickled with a hoe and it would 
laugh with a harvest. So he tramped 
through Ohio, planting his apple seeds 
in open glades. First he would kneel 
down and dig his hands into the soil. 
If it was rich, black and loamy, he 
cleared a section and sowed the seeds. 
He then wove a fence of willow or 
brush to protect the spot. 

In the evenings he would read _pas- 
sages from his ever-present, well- 
thumbed Bible, and this led to invita- 
tions to preach before the settlers in 
many out-of-the-way places. 

As cities grew and flourished in Ohio, 
he was forever pushing further west- 
ward, and arrived in Indiana and Illi- 
nois with the first of the pioneers. By 
this time he had added flower and herb 


seeds to his stock of apple seeds, seldom 
taking any payment other than what 
would provide for his immediate needs. 

Today markers and memorials to his 
memory have been erected in many 
states in the middle west. He could 
have been rich, as he had literally hun- 
dreds of thousands of apple trees that 
he could have sold. Yet he died a poor 
man in March of 1845 at the age of 65. 

So here is our story, from Martin 
Luther, to Johnny Appleseed, to the 
Illinois of today. Next time you eat an 
apple perhaps you will have a little 
thought for the unselfish, itinerant char- 
acter who brought the apple to such a 
place of importance in our lives.
